No Certainty as to Identity of the Irish 
Emblem 


T he r e is a great deal of dispu ting 
niu l dou bt as to w hat tlie shamrock , 
Ireland's national emblem, really is. 
A t a recent m ee ting of the Iioyal Uo- 
tanie society 
of l^ondu n the id en­ 
tity of the plant was the chief su bject 
of discu ssion. 
I n popu lar estimation 
pretty well anyone of the species of 
clover answers the pu rjiose. hu t it is 
self-evident that na m e c a nnot 
be 
eipially applied to all the memlicrs 
of the family. 
F or if St. Patrick ever 
did pick the leaf it m u s t have been 
from some one particu lar plant. 
T he 
lesser trefoil is probalily the most 
generally recognized as the real s ha m ­ 
rock . 
B u t is it? 
In Ireland itself 
t ha t })lant is the most popu larly-ac­ 
cepted, t hou gh the wliite clover may 
sometimes be u sed and occasionally 
the wood sorrel, in favor of which 
there is a great deal of weight brou ght 
to bear. 
It is som ewhat cu riou s t ha t 
the 
na m e of sham rock itself does not do 
anvthins: to throw liiilit on tlie case. 
C ameron, in his intere.^ting work on 
the ‘'Gaelic Xaines of P l a nts .’' gives 
‘^seamrog" for the Oxalis a nd . “ sam- 
orag bhu ide'' for the T re foliu m pro- 
c u mbens, which is verv laru elv 
ac- 
cepted for the real sham rock in m any 
parts of the Britisli isles. 
If St. IVit- 
rick u sed a leaf to illu strate the doc­
